By virtue .of a suprenio court deci- 


sion the temperance people of the state 
lave secured relief from a condition 
that bid fair to nullify the fruits of 
county option and township remon- 
strance triumphs. The court holds it 
,o bo unlawful for any 
brewery 
or 


irewery 'agent to sell to consumers 
direct. Intoxicants must be purchased 
by the consumer of some one having 
the.'authority of a retailers' license to 
deal In them. This the breweries have 
not got and cannot get. Of course the 
ruling applies with equal force to other 
alcoholic beverages for the retailing 
of which a license is necessary. 


This ruling- will enable the authori- 


ties to reach the social clubs which 
have been multiplying with amazing 
rapidity In "dry" communities. These 
clubs are organized and incorporated 
under the laws of "the state and are 
governed under by-laws 
and rules 


adroitly framed to meet conditions Im- 
posed by the option law or the remon- 
strance act. Breweries and brewery 
agents have been engaged in a tre- 
mendous business with such clubs and 
"dry" communities had not become 
temperate with the destruction of the 
saloons, but employed merely another 
way to procure drinks. 


The .decision likewise throttles the 


beer wagon business with residences. 
'Breweries and .brewery agencies have 
developed an enormous direct-to-the- 
consumer traffic. This the court holds 
to be unlawful and of course it will 
have to stop. The consumer will have 
to do business 
with a retailer 'and 


there are no retailers in "dry" coun- 
ties. 
Alcoholic drinks can be pro- 


cured only at great trouble in "dry" 
communities—so much trouble, indeed, 
that many will prefer to go without 
beer. 


This decision is of the utmost im- 


portance and has been awaited with 
great anxiety by the temperance forces 
It. will enable them to make local pro- 
hibition prohibit.

o the earth the much discussed Hal- 
ey's comet is fcolns to get on its.trav- 
els Is told In a statement made today 
by Rev. Father George- M. Searle. su- 
pervisor general of the Order of Paul- 
st Fathers In this city, father Searlo. 
ivho Is acknowledged to be an author- 
ity on astronomy and mathematics, 
scoffed at the 
Idea 
that either tlui 


nebulae or the tall of the comet would 
come In contact with the earth. 


According to predictions made re- 


cently the Halley comet Is likely to 
strike the earth, enveloping It wl-.h 
gaseous 
and 
material 
substances. 


While Father Searle admits that tins 
earth and the comet may lie near 
er.oufih together so that some phe- 
nomena may occur, hs declares it Im- 
possible for any' gaseous <ir material 
substanco^to penetrate the atmosphere 
The prediction made by Father Searh: 
Is as follows: 


"The nearest approach of Halley's 


comet to the earth will be very nearly 
nt the tlmo (the night of ilay 18) 
when it comes between us and the 
sun. 
It will then bo about -fourteen 


million miles away. 
As 'the coma or 


"head will be hardly n million miles 
in diameter, at the very outside possi- 
bility, there Is no danger whatever or 
our comlnsf In contact with It. 


"It Is now extremely probable, ac- 


cording to my own calculations, that 
It will come directly between us nml 
the sun; probably ;at about midnight 
of our time. Of course we c.iunot seo 
the phenomenon here, but It mny be 
visible In Europe and Asia, also In the 
Pacific ocean. 


"Possibly some magnetic or electri- 


cal phenomena may occur, but any 
gases or material substances In the 
tail will probably be unable to pene- 
trate our atmosphere. 


N"The transit, it would seem, ouglit 
to be visible where the sun is so. 
When the largo mass of comn and 
some million miles of tail, 
to. say 


nothing of tho nucleus, come between 
us and the sun, there should bo some 
observation. 
However, we cannot be 


sure of this.". • 


"Even if we did pass through the 


tail of a comet," 
continued Father 


Senrle, "there would be little danger to 
the inhabitants of the earth. The last 
time the eartli passed through one 
was in 1801, xand it was not until \\»

of a clear, golden brown color. If the 
flre is too hot the syrup will be too 
dark and the burnt flavor too pro- 
nounced. Have ready some small cups 
or thimble molds. Pour a little of the 
caramel in each, turning them round 
and round in order to coat the sides 
and bottom, evenly as possible. The 
amount given should be sufficient for 
five or six small cups. In a bowl break 
four eggs, add four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar and beat enough to mix well.

him as.to the proper precautions to be 
observed in the preparation of their 
holiday decorations and displays. 


• According to the electrical inspector, 
defective electrical construction at this 
season of the year is apt to result ser- 
iously on account ot the great amount 
of combustible material exposed. For 
this reason many cities, which have suf- 
fered from experiences of this nature, 
have adopted stringent rules govern- 
ing the installation of suchv displays, 
and prohibit the use of cotton batting 
and other highly inflammable material 
in connection herewith.

pers; against the danger of fire ar.rt 
panic, Is naturally a question of prime 
Importance, the evil effect, which a 
panic scare might have upon Christmas 
trading, would appear to furnish an 
additional reason (if a selfish one) for 
the active co-operation of all- mer- 
chants with the electrical inspector in 
his efforts to prevent dangerous instal- 
lations.
